The subject chosen by S. C. Patterson 


was that of "The Origin of the Christ- 
Ian Conception of God." 
The speaker divided his subject into 
three lines of inauiry, the historical, the 
phylosophical and the exegetical. His- 
tory, he claimed, gave no knowledge of 
man's conception of God other than to 
chronicle its existence in man in the 
past. Phslosophy simply tried to prove 
til* reality of its existence. This they 
w*re forced to luok in another direction 
lor an understanding of what rmui's 
conception cf God consists of. "It is 
When we come to the Scripture that we 
•ecure our answer," 
declared the

dead animal* In the City of Oakland, ap- 
proved May 13, 1879." 


Be it ordained by the Council of the City 


of Oakland as. follows: 
SECTION I. 
Section 4 of Ordinance No. 8!0; entitled 
"An Ordinance creating the 
olDce of 
Pouhdmaster and denning his duties; to 
prevent certain animals from running at 
large, and to provide for the burial of 
dead animals in the City of Oakland," ap- 
proved May 13, 1879, is hereby amended to 
read as follow*: It is hereby declared un- 
lawful for any ox, bull, cow, horse, colt, 
jack, mule, calf, sheep, goat and hog. 
ducks, geese and chickens to run at large 
in the City of Oakland; or to be pastured 
or herded (or. staked or tied for the pur- 
pose of grazing) in any of the streets, 
lanes, alleys, courts or places, public 
squares or other grounds belonging to or 
undor the control of the City of Oakland. 
and It shall be unlawful for any of said 
animals or stock of any kind to be tied. 
staked, pastured or to run at large upon 
any private property within the limits of 
said City of Oakland, unless by consent 
of the owner or occupant of such prop- 
erty. Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this section referring to chick- 
ens shall apply only to that portion of 
the .City of Oakland, bounded on the 
north by . Twenty-second street, on the 
east by Lake Merritt and the North arm 
of the Estuary, on the south by Seventh 
street, and on the west by Peralta street.
